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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of claims 14-29 in the reply filed on 12/21/04 
is acknowledged. 

2. Claims 1 -1 3 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 

1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 21-22 and 28-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 21 recites the limitation "wherein the punch" in line 4. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. Furthermore, the second mode of 
operation is unclear. Multiple limitations stating "and wherein" make it difficult to 
determine what the subject matter being described is. 

Claim 28 recites the limitation "providing a plurality of punches which extend 
outwardly therefrom" is indefinite. Furthermore, the punch and die movement 
assemblies are described in an awkward manner (providing (various) assembly 
which...). A suggestion to amend these limitations is to describe the movement or 
control positively; ie. "selectively positioning at least one of the dies...". 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claims 14-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hinks 
et al. (US 3,696,655). 

Hinks discloses a web forming machine comprising selectively rotatable punch 
871 and die 872 assemblies rotatable about axes 971 and 972 respectively; see figures 
21-24. Computer 1620 controls the operation of the material feed, tool selection and 
indexing, and punching operation. The shape altering tools held by tool carrier 810 
include various shaped cutting tools and also tools capable of performing deforming, 
cupping, dimpling, coining operations (see column 13, lines 55-59. The web material is 
fed substantially transversely to the punch movement. 

The punch and die assemblies have exterior facing surfaces and are aligned 
before the punching operation begins.
